German loss in the recent desperate 
fighting along the Aisne* is partially 
disclosed in the reference In oft!* ial 
statements to the rapture of 130 guns, 
of whic h a considerable number were 
of heavy caliber. 
The German losses in men are esti­ 
mated at more than 260,000, with the 
probability that th** total reached 235,- 
OOO. 
These figures include killed, wound­ 
ed and prisoners, and constitute one 
of th** most formidable totals of the 
present war. 
The number of German prisoners 
aggregate approximately 20,000.
